You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Town,  on  Tuesday,  the  Twelth  day  of  March 
next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following-  subjects: 

1.  To  vote  and  bring  in  ballots  for  the  election  of 

Town  Officers  to  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the 
Town  of  Columbia  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  its  Selectmen  to 

appoint  all  other  Town  Officers  as  required  by 
law. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 

for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  year  ensuing. 

4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 

for  Old  Age,  Blind  and  Disability  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 

for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  its  Se- 

lectmen to  take  such  action  regarding  plowing 
or  otherwise  keeping  winter  roads  open  in  said 
Town  for  the  year  ensuing,  as  in  their  judge- 
ment seems  most  conductive  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  Town,  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid 

for  Construction  of  Class  V  roads  and  raise  and 
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appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the 
sum  of  $397.47,  the  State  to  contribute  the  sum 
of  $2,649.81. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  empower  and 

authorize  the  Selectmen  to  use  the  whole  or  a 
part  of  the  surplus  of  money  now  in  the  Town 
Treasury  for  the  purpose  of  lowering  the  Tax 
Rate  for  the  ensuing  year. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  or  sums  the  Town  will  vote  to 

fix  as  the  price  per  day  for  hiring  manual  labor, 
equipment  and  trucks  for  work  on  Town  roads. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 

priate the  sum  of  $50.69  to  the  White  Mountains 
Region  Association,  being  ten  cents  per 
$1,000.00  of  assessed  valuation  (1-lOOth  of  1 
per  cent)  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  and  distri- 
buting printed  matter  and  advertising  and 
otherwise  publicizing  the  advantages  of  the 
Town,  in  co-operation  with  the  other  45  towns 
in  the  region. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 

priate the  sum  of  $50.00  to  the  Colebrook  and 
North  Country  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  the 
purpose  of  issuing  and  distributing  printed  mat- 
ter and  otherwise  advertising  and  publicizing 
the  North  Country  Area  in  co-operation  with 
immediately  surrounding  towns. 

12.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  with  refer- 

ence to  hiring  the  Colebrook  Fire  Precinct  for 
the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fires  in  said  Town, 
and  in  the  event  of  favorable  action  to  make 
necessary  appropriation  for  the  same. 

13.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 

for  the  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  wlil  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 

lectmen to  incur  debts  for  temporary  loans  in 
anticipation  of  the  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  to  pay  such  debts  out  of  tax  money  when 
the  same  is  received. 


15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 

lectmen to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real 
estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Col- 
lector's deeds. 

16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  for 

the  support  of  Town  Charges  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

17.  To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 

appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  and  re- 
moving the  bushes  from  the  side  of  the  high- 
ways in  such  places  as  the  Selectmen  think  most 
expedient. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  reports 

of  agents,  auditors,  Selectmen  and  all  other  of- 
ficers, and  ratify  and  confirm  the  same. 

19.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 

come  before  this  meeting.

Syperiiitendesit's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the  School 
District  of  Columbia: 

Foreword 

Regardless  of  what  oiir  thinking  may  be  relative 
to  where  present  day  education  is  leading  us,  and  of 
the  extent  to  which  the  press,  radio,  and  television 
have  influenced  it  during  the  past  several  months,  it 
is  believed  that  one  thing  will  be  agreed  upon,  namely, 
that  more  time,  space  and  expense  has  been  devoted 
in  focusing  our  attention  upon  public  education  then 
was  ever  before  known.  True,  much  that  has  been  said 
has  been  questionable  and  even  condemning  in  nature. 
Even  in  such  instances,  however,  there  has  been,  now 
and  then,  a  ray  of  hope.  Probably,  the  best  example 
which  could  be  cited  in  this  respect  is  "Johnny's"  grow- 
ing up  educationally,  even  though  we  were  told  he 
couldn't  read.  Now  we  hear  more  about  him  as  "John" 
in  high  school  who,  in  some  miraculous  manner,  has 
picked  up  sufficient  information  along  the  way  that  he 
wants  to  shy  away  from  Mathematics  and  Science. 

To  become  really  serious  though,  we  are  much 
concerned  about  the  teaching  of  the  three  R's,  especial- 
ly Reading,  in  the  elementary  school.  Likewise,  we  are 
equally  concerned  over  the  selection  of  the  subjects, 
particularly  those  of  a  technical  nature  in  high  school. 
As  has  been  alluded  to  above,  apparently  either  nearly 
everything  has  been  said  that  could  be  said  about  the 
need  for  more  effective  teaching  in  our  grades,  or  some- 
thing is  definitely  being  done  to  improve  the  once 
claimed  deplorable  conditions.  Indications  to  this  effect 
are  found  in  the  switch  in  emphasis  to  more  upon  the 
professed  need  of  greatly  increased  enrollments  in  the 
Mathematics  and  Science  courses  at  the  secondary 
school  level.  A  goodly  number  of  people  believe  this  to 
be  imperative,  too,  if  we  are  to  continue  to  enjoy  our 
position  of  world  leadership.  Undoubtedly  this  is  true- 
to  a  certain  extent.  However,  is  there  a  danger  here  of 
yielding  to  technical  hypnosis  ? 


Although  granted  that  the  processes  of  physical 
research  and  the  application  of  engineering  methods 
enter  into  the  solution  of  our  present  day  problems  in 
multitudinous  ways,  we  have  only  to  look  about  us  to 
quickly  sense  that  there  are  still  problems  of  long 
standing  yet  to  be  solved.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  most  of 
them  would  be  just  the  same  had  the  atom  never  been 
split.  They  require  not  so  much  a  knowledge  of  the 
nature  of  matter  as  they  do  a  clear  mind,  the  power  of 
logic  analysis,  wisdom  born  of  experience,  and  an  un- 
derstanding of  how  to  get  al(>ng  with  others.  Personnel 
relations  between  capital  and  labor,  and  international 
politics,  provide  good  examples  in  this  respect.  The  in- 
dications are  that  even  though  perhaps  more  attention 
should  be  given  to  specialized  education,  demands  for 
the  provision  of  a  parallel  in  general  education  seem 
equally  apparent.  It  is  proven  capacity  to  learn,  rather 
than  what  has  been  learned,  that  really  counts  when 
one's  formal  education  is  completed,  and  he  is  out  in 
the  w^orld  on  his  own. 

Teachers 

With  no  relief  in  sight  to  alleviate  the  teacher 
shortage  w^hich,  if  anything,  is  becoming  progressive- 
ly more  serious  every  year,  we  are  extremely  fortunate 
to  have  veteran  teachers  in  all  our  schools.  The  teach- 
ers, with  respective  schools  and  grades  are,  Mrs.  Mary 
E.  Gray,  Cone,  Grades  1-4;  Mrs.  Myra  A.  Holbrook, 
Grand  Division,  Grades  5-8;  and  Mrs.  Florence  B. 
Hughes,  Church  1-4. 

School  Nurse  -  Health 

We  are  much  pleased  to  have  our  school  nurse, 
Mrs.  Ethel  S.  Sturgis,  with  us  again  after  recovering 
from  an  operation  which  confined  her  for  several 
weeks  in  the  hospital  and  at  home.  It  is  during  such 
a  prolonged  period,  when  the  schools  are  not  served  by 
the  school  nurse,  that  the  great  importance  of  the 
work  done  by  her  in  helping  the  pupils  maintain  good 
health  is  more  fully  realized. 

Although  it  was  not  possible  to  perform  the  cus- 
tomary routine  health  work  while  Mrs.  Sturgis  was 
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away,  thanks  to  the  sponsorship  of  the  Mohawk  Par- 
ent Teacher  Association  and  the  excellent  cooperation 
of  many  willing  workers,  much  was  accomplished  to 
protect  the  physical  well  being  of  the  people  in  this 
area.  Two  very  successful  polio  clinics  were  conducted, 
one  each  in  November  and  January  for  ages  six  months 
to  twenty  years  inclusive,  and  a  chest  x-ray  clinic  was 
held  in  the  latter  month  for  all  ages.  It  should  be 
noted  here,  also,  that  in  addition  to  the  above  clinics, 
Mrs.  Sturgis  had  a  very  well  attended  pre-school  one 
last  spring,  and  that  complete  physical  examinations 
were  made  of  all  Fourth  Grade  pupils  shortly  after  the 
opening  of  school  in  September. 

Buildings 

During  the  past  year  most  repair  and  maintenance 
work,  with  the  exception  of  the  construction  of  swing 
units  and  a  basketball  backboard  at  the  Grand  Division 
School,  have  been  confined  to  the  Cone  and  Church 
Schools.  At  the  former,  the  building  was  painted  ex- 
ternally with  two  coats  of  paint,  and  miscellaneous 
minor  repairs  were  made.  At  the  latter,  a  new  outside 
casing  and  door  assembly  was  installed  and  painted, 
and  work  was  done  upon  the  drainage  system  in  an 
endeavor  to  stop  the  water  seepage  into  the  cellar  be- 
tween the  floors  and  walls.  Incidentally,  the  problem  is 
still  not  solved. 

With  the  sale  of  the  Valley  School  Building,  which 
is  the  fourth  within  the  past  few  yeasr,  the  district  has 
four  left,  the  three  in  use  and  South  Columbia. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

For  the  first  time  in  five  years  the  enrollment  in 
the  schools  within  the  district  is  larger  than  it  was  the 
previous  year,  as  it  is  54  in  comparison  to  49  last  year 
and  to  66,  73,  77,  81,  and  88  for  the  respective  preced- 
ing five  years.  The  average  percentage  of  attendance 
for  the  three  schools  during  the  past  year  was  94.65, 
and  the  number  of  tardinesses  per  pupil  was  .00.  An 
entire  year  with  no  tardinesses  in  the  schools  is  com- 
mendable. A  breakdown  of  this  date  for  the  respective 
schools  may  be  found  in  a  tabulation  printed  on  sub- 
sequent pages  in  this  report. 
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The  number  of  pupils  attending  school  outside  the 
district  has  decreased  for  the  first  time  in  three  years. 
At  the  present  time  25  high  and  23  elementary  tuition 
pupils  are  attending  these  outside  schools,  in  contrast 
to  30  and  25,  26  and  23,  and  20  and  11  at  these  respec- 
tive levels  for  the  four  year  period.  The  distribution  of 
this  year's  enrollment  is  24  at  Cblebrook  Academy,  23 
at  Colebrook  Elementary  School,  1  at  Stratford  High 
School  and  1  at  Crotched  Mountain  Rehabilitation  Cen- 
ter. 

Notes  on  the  Budget 

The  budget  of  the  School  Board  is  $33,644.00  as 
compared  to  $29,471.00  for  this  year.  This  amount  is 
reduced  by  an  estimated  income  of  $11,000.00  which 
leaves  a  balance  of  $22,644.00  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by 
the  town.  For  the  most  part,  the  substantial  increase 
in  the  budget  for  next  year  is  explained,  as  will  be 
noted  in  the  budget  breakdown  found  on  subsequent 
pages  in  this  report,  by  provision  for  increases  in  sal- 
aries, tuition  costs,  and  repair  expenses. 

Legislation 

Since  the  Governor  is  in  agreement  with  the  Com- 
missioner in  petitioning  the  Legislature  for  a  substan- 
tial increase  in  general  school  aid  for  the  next  bien- 
nium,  and  the  establishment  of  school  building  aid  on 
a  permanent  basis,  the  outlook  is  promising  for  addi- 
tional financial  assistance  from  the  state  level  to  help 
pay  the  rapidly  mounting  costs  of  operating  our 
schools.  Other  possible  legislation  which  will  be  of  vital 
concern  to  teachers,  especially,  will  be  the  action  taken 
by  the  Lawmakers  in  their  consideration  of  the  pro- 
posed conversion  of  the  present  Teacher  Retirement 
System  into  one  of  combination  with  Social  Security. 

Conclusion 

May  I  again  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  School  Board,  parents,  teachers  and 
citizens  for  all  the  help  and  co-operation  received  in 
our  work  together  to  provide  good  schools.
